members. About 39,000 cubic 
yards of gravel and sand have 
already been removed from the 
site. This past summer the board 
denied a petition by Mr. Cormier 
that called for removal of 129,000 
cubic yards of earth from the hill 
in order to build the seven extra 
lots. 

“The developer has almost 
totally avoided disturbing the 
large hill, which had been a seri- 
ous concern for the board,” Mr. 
Colyer said in a memo to plan- 
ners regarding the new proposal. 
“The open space would remain 
virtually the same as the 1980 
plan.” 

The plan calls for about seven 
acres to remain open space. 

One neighbor, Dan McGrath, 
of 19 Canterbury St., expressed 
concerns regarding traffic 
increases on Canterbury Street. 
Mr. Colyer said the impact of 13 
homes on traffic was negligible. 


Mr. McGrath also had con- 
cerns with the lots being con- 
nected to the town sewer, which 
is overburdened in that section 
of town. The board is consider- 
ing an option that would allow 
those connections.

ee Sanborn wins 
Blue Ribbon 
School award

After making it to the semifinals for a 
national education award last year, the 
Sanborn Elementary School community 
was told finalists would not be chosen 
because the program ran out of money. 

Sanborn educators, students and par- 
ents, along with others from the 550 semi- 
finalist schools nationwide, sent letters of 
protest to Washington D.C. The protests 
were heard and the “Blue Ribbon Schools” 
award was saved. f 

Last week the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion chose the Sanborn Elementary School 
as one of the 185 public schools to receive 
the award. There are 43 private schools 
also recognized. 

Sanborn is one of four Massachusetts 
schools to be recognized. The other three 
are Boston’s Advent School, Chelmsford’s 
Lighthouse School and Southborough’s Fay 
School. 

The “Blue Ribbon Schools” award recog- 
nizes the nation’s best schools. Semifinal- 
ists were chosen based on an evaluation of 
material each school provided and on 
reports from a panel of principals and 
teachers who reviewed the applications 
and visited the schools.

Many parents are quick to blame their babies’ sudden 
fever and crankiness on teething, but a link between 
teething and fever has never been established. Now, a 
study by dentists at the University of Texas Health Science 
Center in San Antonio may have uncovered a new angle 
on the problem. When the dentists examined 20 babies 


with reported teething difficulties, their tests revealed that 
nine of the babies had the herpes simplex virus (HSVI), 
which causes mouth blisters and cold sores. Nearly all the 
babies affected had temperatures over 100 degrees F, and 
all had mouth infections. Interestingly, babies with mothers 
previously exposed to HSVI are born with protective 
antibodies. This maternal protection, however, wears off at 
about six months, or the time when teething usually 
begins ;

K-5 health program redesigned

on each topic, teacher guide- 
books and a follow-up newslet- 
ters that will be mailed home to 
parents each month, will be paid 
for by the Department of Educa- 
tion grant. The parent newslet- 
ters coordinates at-home activi- 
ties and information parents and 
children can talk about to rein- 
force the work students do in the 
classroom. 

The program was chosen last 
year by Ms. O’Brien and a sub- 
committee of elementary educa- 
tors who volunteered to work 
with the health department to 
choose a new curriculum. They 
were looking for a more compre- 
hensive curriculum than the one 
the town has used for the past 
decade, “Project Charlie.” 

That program, she said was 
mainly an alcohol-and- 
substance-abuse prevention pro- 
gram. It was aimed at developing 
students’ self-esteem and teach- 
ing them coping skills and how 
to say “no” to drugs. 


Strengths of the new program 

“We were looking for a com- 
prehensive program that had a 
strong parental involvement 
component like Project Charlie,” 
said Ms. O’Brien, but went fur- 
ther to teach students about 
all aspects of health, mental as 
well as physical. 

The strengths of “The Great 
Body Shop”, she said, are that 
it’s easily adapted to different 
teaching- and learning styles, 
and it’s easily updated. 

“So many times in the health 
profession facts and information 
change and are updated,” said 
Ms. O’Brien. 


Kach month teachers receive 
a guidebook with suggestions on 
how to approach teaching the 
unit. Students receive weekly 
readers that correspond to the 
units. 

“This option allows us to 
write our own aspects of the 
Andover curriculum into the 
program. The program is student 
centered and teacher friendly. It 
can be adapted to diverse teach- 
ing and learning styles,” said Ms. 
O’Brien. 

The publisher also updates 
the material with timely addi- 
tions mailed to participating 
schools. For example, last year 
when basketball star Magic 
Johnson announced he is infect- 
ed with the AIDS virus, supple- 
mental materials on AIDS were 
sent to participating schools. 


Program delayed half a year 
Ms. O’Brien will work this 
month with 40 elementary school 
teachers who volunteered earlier 
this year to participate in the 
pilot program. The teachers will 
be trained during a half-day, in- 
service workshop next month. 

The pilot program was sched- 
wed to start earlier this year, but 
it was postponed when teachers 
stopped volunteering this fall for 
activities not stipulated in their 
contract to protest lack of a con- 
tract. The pilot program is mov- 
ing forward now, because the 
teachers’s union decided in 
December to cease all protest 
activities. 

The grant was given to 
Andover for the 1992-98 school 
year. Ms, O’Brien said there is a 
potential to extending the grant 
another, two years.and she will 
apply for the extension.

James Jaju- 
ga and Rep. Barbara Hildt, 
have made domestic violence 
their cause of choice. 

The fact that the aforemen- 
tioned tragedies made front- 
page news and were the lead 
stories on all three major tele- 
vision stations is progress in 
and of itself. A little more than 
a year ago, these stories might 
have been closer to the 
lifestyle pages or sandwiched 
between video of a fire and 
traffic fatality. 

The seriousness of domestic 
violence has finally begun to 
sink in. 

The press has played a 
major role in the progress 
made this year. They focused 
attention on all the issues sur- 


rounding domestic violence 
and put the heat on judges, 
prosecutors and legislators to 
take the problem seriously. 

They kept the issue at the 
forefront of the public’s atten- 
tion. And, in this “‘cause-of-the- 
month” society we live in, 
that’s a difficult task. 

The Andover Townsman 
has been extremely supportive 
of the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter, and we would like to pub- 
licly express our gratitude and 
deep appreciation for your 
continued support.

Basketball team bows to North Andover 
in semifinal round at Christmas Festival

It was ecstasy and agony for the 
Andover High boys’ varsity basketball 
team in Greater Lawrence Christmas 
Festival play at Merrimack College, as 
the Golden Warriors whipped Lawrence 
High 67-55 in the quarterfinals and then 
bowed to North Andover 62-52 in the 
semifinal round, 

“T really thought we had a good shot at 
North Andover, especially since they 
were missing a couple key people, but we 
just played very lackadaisical and tenta- 
tive basketball in the first half,” admitted 
Coach Dave Fazio. 

The loss eliminated Andover from title 
consideration, placing the locals in last 
night’s third-place consolation game 
against Salem N.H. while Central 
Catholic and North Andover vied for top 
honors. 

“The North Andover game was a good 
learning experience for our kids, and 
hopefully we'll profit from it. But it still 
hurts,” said Coach Fazio. 

The Warriors host South Shore power 
New Bedford High this Saturday in an 
intriguing non-league matchup, sched- 
uled for a 3 p.m. tapoff at the Dunn Gym- 
nasium. 

It’s back to Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence play, where AHS shares the Large 
School Division lead with Central 
Catholic, next Tuesday night at Billerica 
(7:45 p.m.). 

Andover headed into the Salem game 
with a 3-1 overall record, and after those 
first four starts Mike Roberts was the 
team-high scorer with 80 points (20.0 
average). 

Sophomore skywalker Eric Danis had 
56, Mark Lastrina 36 and Kirk Stockwood 
34, 

Andover, 67-55 

The Golden Warriors constructed a 
healthy 15-point halftime lead over 
Lawrence, and led by at least 10 the rest 
of the way en route to the quarterfinal 
round Festival triumph. 

It was nip-and-tuck at the outset until 
a pivotal 16-2 mid-half run by Andover 
broke open a 17-15 game. 

“We came out of the block fast and 
played well in the first half, shooting over 
50 per cent for the third straight game,” 
said Coach Fazio. 

The advantage soared as high as 20 


points early in the second half, which 
AHS opened with a 15-10 spurt. 

“Tt was the same old, same old with a 
repeat performance of our first two 
games against Haverhill and Wilmington. 


We played excellent defense the first half 


and then tired a little in the second half.

Kids are kids and these things 
happen, but we simply weren't ready to 
play in the first half.”

“T have to give them credit,” said 
Coach Fazio.
